“ Rediscover” is the mot juste, for, though tha 
School. has been in existence since 1769. it a 
not even now as well known to the people 
of Dublin as it ought to be. The present 
School buildings in the Phoenix Park were first 
occupied in 1770, and the institution was main. 
tained by voluntary contributions until 1808, 
when it was taken over by the War Office, by 
which it has since been maintained under tha 
directorship of a Board of Governors, consisting 
of eight civilian members nominated by the 
Lord Lieutenant and eight military members 
nominated by the Commander of the Forces. 
The object of the School is to keep, educate, 
end train the eons of soldiera, preference bein, 
given to orphans and boya whose fathers are 
serving abroad. The entire cost of clothing 
feeding, and educating the boys is born 
the State, and the parents are required to pay 
nothing towards it. Even pocket money is 
given in the shape of good conduct monev, 
proficiency and non-commissioned officer's pev, 
ete., which may amount, in the case of a colour. 
sergeant, to as much as ls. 4d. a week. On 
the other hand, the parents retain compleie 
control over the boys, and may remove tiem 
at any time if they so desire, though there are 
few instances of thie ever having been done.
